The idea of having a lecture from 
one who is not immediately connect- 
ed with, or actively engaged in or 
in the past benefitted by the yvork of 
the deaf-mute education, was n 
ly attempted for the first time by the 
Young America's Literary Society, 
and it proved to be a success from all 
points of view. The lecturer, en- 
gaged by tin' society, was no other 
than*Mr. jS. W. Nichols, editor of 
the Jaektonvitte Journal. The oc- 
casion took place in the chapel last 
Saturday evening, and besides the 
members of the society and of the 
Mutual Improvement Society, teach- 
ers, officers and pupils W8Te present. 
The subject Mr. Nichols selected for 
his lecture xvas " Reminiscent 
Army Life," which he narrated from 
a standpoint of his actual experience 
in the late war. Instead of describ- 
ing any particular battle or encounter 
in all its thrilling scenes, as many 
lecturers often do, he gave an outline 
of army life, beginning with first in- 
dications of yvar and taking in enlist- 
ment of recruits, formation of com- 
panies, camp life, marches, drills, 
forts, magazines, arms, artillery and 
so on, thus making his talk very in- 
structive as well as entertaining. 
The lecture was well received, and 
vote of thanks was given to 
entleman, a voluntary coif 
was taken.
